WHAT WILL BECOME OF THE MONEY? 


A Report That Cregier Is Doomed and 
mS “Boodle” Is Useless. 
n Evening News of yesterday appeared 
the following undér big headlines: 
' The Cregier party is on the verge of panic. 

It has expected day to day that the Harri- 
son movement would break down. The fact that 
it has held up over Sunday and is as strong as 
ever this morning has discouraged the Cregier- 
ites until they admit that the result is uncertain. 

It is said that there is now a prospect. that the 
immense corruption fund in the hands of the Cre- 
gier committee may not be used, but that some of 
the gentlemen who have it wi!l ‘take care of it.” 
The opinion was expressed at a secret meeting at 
the Sherman House late last night that money 
would not save Crégier, and that, if he could not 
hold his party vote, money would not give it to 
him, It is extremely probable that the money will 
not be given ont. 

At the Sherman House meeting last night all 
the wards were represented or heard from by re- 
ports. These reports were based upon the ob- 
servation of the Cregier managers. It was figured 
from these reports that Cregier would lead all 
others by 7,000 votes. This result was reached by 
assuming that Harrison would get but 15,000 
votes, and that half of them would be from the 
Republicans. In the Republican camp, where the 
Cregier-Harrison fight has been watched -very 
closely, the belief is that Harrison and Cregier 
will divide: the Democratic vote very near the 
middle. 

Unless the Cregier party rallies during the day 
many Democrats admit that the fight will be lost 
before the polls open tomorrow. It has been 
found that an unexpected defection has broken 
out against Oregier in the northwest wards. 


BETTING ON HEMPSTEAD TO WIN. 


Offers on the Republican Against the Field 
Find No Takers. 

The betting on election last night was favor- 
able to Hempstead Washburne. 

Over at the House of David ex-Inspector of 
Police Bonfield made many bets in his favor 
and finally called for any amount from $10 to 
$1,000 on Hempstead Washburne against the 
field, but found ho takers. Many bets of even 
money were madé tnere of King against Mor- 
ris for Alderman of the First Ward; also even 
bets that Cregier would carry the Eighteenth 
Ward, and one.of $800 that Cregier would 
carry the First Ward by 200 over the highest 
candidate. :

THE ILLINOIS VALLEY ANTI-CHICAGO 
CONVENTION. 

Delegates from a dozen cities and towns in 
the Valley of the Illinois held a meeting Sat- 
urday which they called an anti-sewage con- 
‘vention. The name is a misleading one. It 
was against Chicago and it was for navigation, 
but it was not against sewage. It was a decla- 
ration in favor of the confiscation of the prop- 
erty of the citizens of Chicago for the sup- 
posed benefit of residents in the valley towns. 

According to the dispatches 
it was not the intention of the convention, as 
stated by the speakers, to dictate to the people of 
Chicago or Cook*County what steps they should 
take in the matter, but to compel them to live up 


to the strict letter of the law and carry out the 
stipulations of the act passed by the General As- 


sembly, 

The city is not to be “ dictated to” it 
seems, but it is to be *‘ compelled ” to do 
what it cannot and will not do. The valley 
will not “‘ order’’ Chicago to spend twenty-six 
millions on an unnecessarily expensive chan- 
nel, but it will “make” it spend the money. 
The distinction isa delicate one, Possibly 
Chicagoans will neither permit themselves to 
be “dictated to’ nor “‘compelled,’’ They form 
now a third of the population of the State. 

The delegates to thig meeting said also that 
the present law must not be amended. While 
they said they would not “‘ dictate to”’ Chica- 
go, they seom to be trying to dictate to the 
General Assembly, The law says that the 
Legislature may “‘ at any time in the future 
alter, amend, or repeal this act.”’ But for 
that clause Chicago never would have accept- 
ed the law, and this drainage district never 
would have been created. If it had been 
stated that the law was to be a finality, a 
** contract,’”’ something which never could be 
altered, no matter how absurd or impracti- 
cable its provisions might turn out to be, this 
city would have refused to be caught in any 
such trap, It insists that the Legisiature has 
the right to change the law and that a small 
fraction of the people of the State cannot de- 
prive it of that right, 

The speakers at this meeting said further: 
The people of the Illinois Valley do not object 
to receiving the sewage matter of Chicago and 
Cook County. providing they can receive some 
t- compensating benefit by a ship canal dr the ditch 
which they promised to construct when the law 
was passed by the last General Assembly. A re- 
peal of the lawis also radically opposed by the 
people of this valiey. {f Chicago is to have an 
outlet for its sewage it must be brought down un- 
der the present law. 


These declarations show the utter falsity of 
everything which these people have been say- 
ing about “ polluted waters,’’ “ the black flag 
of death floating down the Illinois,’’ “‘ myriads 
of microbes, spores, germs, and bacteria 
swarming on the valley lands and infecting 
the corn arid the grass,’’ “ pestilence stalking 
down stream and carrying off its tens of thou- 
sands,” “Allthata man hath will he give 
for his life.”’ If the valley people thought Chi- 
cago sewage shortened their lives they would 
not take a ship canal as a compensation. 

The valley people evidently do not care how 
much sewage comes down, or in what shape it 
comes, so long as they can get what they call 
navigation. They are willing to put up with 
any amount of “pollution”’ so they can get a 
waterway. They are seeking now to compel 
this city to cut a great channel through the 
rock and pour down it 600,000 cubic feet of 
water a minute not to abate a nuisance but 
to furnish them with navigation, There is no 
power im Illinois to force the city to do that. 
The General Assembly cannot say to the peo- 
ple of Chicago that they must tax themselves 
for the benefit of Joliet or Peoria. No man’s 
property can be taken from him without com- 
pensation, No matter what is the size of the 
channel Chicago may cut, a certain improve- 
ment of navigation will be the inevitable and 
inseparable incident, And that incident is all 
to which the valley people are entitled, 

But if a law were passed requiring a speci- 
fied dilution or a channel of a fixed sige, *‘ for 
the benefit of navigation,” it would be uncon- 
stitutional. To the extent that the present 
law calls for a greater dilution or a deeper 
cut than is necéssary for sanitation, to that 
extent it is unconstitutional and the Supreme 
Court will so hold when the point is raised by 
some taxpayer. At a time when the facts 
were not well known it upheld the present 
law op the assumption that all its provisions 
were needed to secure perfect sanitation. 
Wherever that assumption falls the conclu- 
sion falls. That which is necessary for sanita- 
tion will stand, along with its navigation inci- 
dents. Whatever is not needed for sanitation 
must go.. That was a bargain which Chicago 
made with the General Assembly two years 
ago. 

So the valley people might just as wel] un- 


‘derstand this: So long as the law stands as it 
is they will get no navigation benefita, for the | 


law 18 not one this district can work under; 
consequently the longer the amendment of 


the law is postponed the longer will they have 
to wait for more water in the Illinois.

America or Russia. Therefore the United States 
has such a property right that if it can catch 
him it can punish a foreigner on a foreign ves- 
sel for killing any such passing sealin our Bering 
Sea, even outside of our ordinary territorial juris- 
diction of three miles, 

The fallacy—we do not call it sopnism—of that 
induction is in the assuming that the killed seal 
has been born on our soil and had there a dom- 
icile, if not a residence. Even if the seal had 
ever been on our soil, and under the starry flag, 
not all publicists will concede to Mr, Phelps that 
the seal cannot wander so far from home in the 
pursuit of another residence in the open ocean as 
to cease to be American property, even if the seal 
can have an animus revertendi, | 

As is customary with a certain class of crit- 
ives who are so blinded by prejudice that they 
will not state an opponent’s position truth- 
fully, the Herald deliberately and studiedly 
misgstates Mr. Phelps’ contention and then 
proceeds to reply to it.

CARPET MANUFACTURERS MAD, 


They Propose *p Test the Validity of 
Clause in the McKinley Law. 

New Yor, April 6.—[Special.]—The car- 
pet manufacturers are preparing for a big 
fight against the Government. Collector Er- 
hardt received instructions from the Treasury 
Department to exact a double duty on sorted 
wools. Hitherto sorted wools have come in 
as third class, but owimg to protests from 
Massachusetts and Ohio growers the Treasury 
Department decided to enforce paragraph 383, 
or, as itis known, ‘the sorting clause of the 
McKinley bill, which exacts a double duty on 
all wools that have been picked or sorted. As- 
sistant Secre Spalding, in his letter to Col- 
lector Erhardt, intimates that the department 
will enforce this clause so that a test case may be 
made by the manufacturers and a final ruli 
be given. Special Deputy Collector Couch, 
in speaking about the matter today, said an 
importer stands a chance of paying as much 
as four times: the amount of duty that he ex- 
pected. The wording of the act bearing on 
the subject is such that customs authorities 
have bee laced in a perplexing situation. 
Heretofofe they have not seen their way clear 
to levying the extra duty.

MANNING MUST REMAIN IN PRISON. 


The United States Supreme Court Decides 
Against the Wisconsin Convict. 

Wasurneton, D. C., April 6.—In the Su- 
preme Court of the "United States today an 
opinion by Justice Harlan affirmed the judg- 
meut of the Supreme Court of Wisconsin in 
the case of Patrick Manning vs. George 
Weeks, Warden of the State Prison. Man- 
ning was convicted in the court for the dis- 
trict of Ashland, Wis., of manslaughter. He 
con that his conviction was without due 
process of the law, bas it on the ground 
that under the State law the Governor had no 
mon to appoint the Judge who tried him, 
and. that he was tried and convicted by an un- 
lawful court. The United States Supreme 
Court says that the highest State iiianal held

SHIPMENTS ARE LIGHT. 


East-Bound Roads De a Poor Business— 
Advantage of Two Roads, 
East-bound shipments from Chicago during 
the last week suffered @ serious decrease. The 
principal cause for this is the near approach 
of the opening of navigation. The scarcity of 
grain in store in the West has also something 
to de with it. Not only is the business ex- 
ceedingly light, but the fact is that the bulk of 
the east-bound business goes by two lines—the 
Chicago and Grand Trunk and the Nickel- 
Plate. The’ former’ carried during the tast 
week 28.4 per cent of the total through ship- 
ments andthe latter 27.7 per. cent, or 56 per 
cent for the two roads. How those two roads 
manage toget the bulk of the east-bound 
shipments from Chicago is what puzzles 
the officials of the other roads. The 
opinion is they. are cutting 
manipulating the rates.

So far as the Nickel-Plate is concerned no 
other theory can be advaticed than ‘that it is 
cutting the rates in connéction with the Lack- 
awanna and West Shore roads.
